Under * bepreves Methods Proving 
\ Very Satisfactory 

The paving of elty streets with wood 
Is again coming Into favor, new meth- 
ods of layi:g@ the pavements making 
this one uf the most-satisfactory of 
pavements, Vancouver's pavements 
are largely of the same material, 
Righty-two per cent of the new paving 
in Minneapolle is wood-block, and Sas- 
katoon and other Western towns are 
giving the wood-block paving the pre 
ference, 
Best results are obtained trom rec: 
tangular-shaper * blocks cut « from 
Southern or Norway pine which are 
thoroughly seasoned and  creosoted. 
This latter process not only lengthens 
the life of the wood but reduces its 
absorptive capacity for water, thus 
preventing the weakening of the 
wood-fibres and reducing its tendency 
to buckle. The most approved meth- 
od of lying this pavement used in 
London, New York, and other large 
cities, Is to first make a . concret) 
foundation four to six inches thick 
on which is laid a thin layer of sand, 
or botter still, of moist Portland ce 
ment, into which the blocks are close-

The joints are 
usually filled with ground cement and: 
the surface of the paving is then cov- 
ered with a thin dressing of coarse 
sand, which beds into the pores of the 
blocks and roughens them. 

Such a ement has the smooth. 
ness of asphalt and will last almost 
without repair for fifteen years under 
ordinary conditions. It is sanitary, 
noiseless, easily kept clean and has a 
certain springiness lacking In asph- 
alt, aud’ so is much easier on horses’ 
feet. Expert labor is not required 
in its laying and the cost of matn- 
tenance is practically nil, so that from 
the standpoint of cost as well, it 
compares: favorably with ths asp‘alt, 
macadam and brick now being used 
in Casadian towns and citics. 

The manufacture of wood-blocks for 
pavirg would furnish sawmill owners 
with a means of utilizing the many 
defective logs of Norway pine unfit 
for saw material, and, could a steady 
warket be developed, much of the 
waste in connection with present lum- 
bering and milling operations could 
be avoided. 

Whistling for a Living 

A novel industry has been bre agi 
=|to light by the news that a man who 
jin taking 450 British song birds to 
British Columbia is an expert bird 
whistler. It appears that it is no un- 
common thing for a :aan who keeps 
a bird fancier’s shop ‘> be. able to 
whistle a distinct series of bird notes, 
At the beginning of each :cries says 
The Dai:y Citizen, describin ; the work 
of the professional bird-whistler, the 
different feathered tribes whose cages 
completely covered the walls took > 
the lay, piping as if their little hearts 
would break with joy. When th> lin- 
nets ceased the canaries, hearing the 
notes of the man-whistler, broke into 
full-throated song. Then when *the 
expert started to whistle skylark notes 
the imprisoned songsters of the heav- 
ens forgot thcir captivity and gave the 
sun, peeping shyly in between the 
closed blinds, a melodious welcome. 

It appears that when a bird is caught 
and put into a cage it is very apt to 
sulk and become miserable, this is 
where the bird-whistler comes in use- 
‘ful. He imitates the tones c: what- 
ever kind of bird this one happens to 
be, and the little prisoner, thinking 
it bas company, forgets all his trou- 
bles and breaks ‘nto a song of joy. 

Sometimes the . bird-whistler can 
teach one bird another %ird’s song. 
One man taught a goldfinch to sing 
like a linnet and a linnet to sing like 
a goldfinch, 


they stayed at a cafe and occupied the 
same room. Two hotirs after retiring 
one of them got up, seized a water 
bottle, and hurled. it at the head of 
his friend, smashing it against the 
wall, He then returned to beds and 
was perfectly unconscious of the act.

He took a private secretaryship in 
the colonies, where he soon proved his 
ability but shortly afterwards he dis- 
appeared and was again found in a 
state of poverty in quit® another part 
of the world. A third time he start- 
ed work on a ranch, and was ma: ‘ng 
a success of it when he again vanished 
and on his being discovered in a 
state of great distress some months 
after, he was placed in an asylum,

The Life of a Battleship 

The scrapping of the battleship Re- 
venge, so far as the active list of the 
Navy is concerneu, is a rerainder of 
how. short the life of a battleshio is 
held to be nowadays. The Revenge 
is one of seven similar ships form- 
ing what is known as the Royal Sov- 
ereign class. They are big ships, of 
over 14,000 tons displacement, each 
carrying four 13.5 inch guna, besides 
other armament, and they were de- 
signed by the late Sir William White, 
reputed one of the greatest naval 
architects and constructors. The 
building of th»se vessels marked the 
beginning of the Naval Defence Act 
of 1889, the :rst of them was begun 
in that year; the last of them was not 
put into commission until 1896. They 
were declared. obsolete in 1911. In 
other words their effective life as a 
class was 15 years. Now, these ships 
cost altogether some 12 millions of 
money. One of them already sold 
to the breakers-up, realized, it appears 
$160,000. That may be taken to be 
about the material value of che others. 
As a sidelight on the race in naval 
armaments, these facts are instruct- 
ive. Nothing’ could better show a: 
once the folly and futility of scares, 
and the fact that nobody gets any- 
thing out of them save the armour- 
plate interests.—-Manchester Cit'zen,

Detection than Finger Prints 

The case of the burglar who was 
recently identified in Paris by the 
marks of his teeth Ig some fruit he 
had bitten and left behind, Jed a Lon- 
don dentist tc comment on the value 
of the teeth énd. palate for purposes 
of identificatton. It recalls, too, the 
researches of Dr. Paul Prague, of 
Vienna, who more than five years ago 
Ceclared that a loag series of experi- 
Ments demonstrated that the palate 
never changes from childhocd to old 
age, and that identification by this 
means is even more certain than by 
means of finger-prints. 

The gums and palate, said the dent- 
ist referred to, are an infallible test of 
identity. No matt-r how a person 
changes in facial expression and in 
general appearance, the gums and 
palate remain to assure him and oth- 
ers that his identity is the same. The 
sooner this fact is realized the better 
for one can state nao limit to its use- 
fulness, Here is a case that came 
direct#e under my own notice.

The action of the United 


States senate in putting wheat 


on the free list is aimed directly 
at that great Canadian grain 
hopper of our three western 
provinces—to open the door to 
equalized and stabilize the price 
of wheat and _ protect the 
American consumer from the 
market fluctuations attendant 
on local conditions back of the 
various primary grain markets 
on the other side. 

That the United States has 
dropped off of the list of grain 
exporting nations is not borne 
out by present figures, but with 
Aas eh figures in. the ascen- 
dency and producing acerage 
little higher than ton years ago, 
the day of a supply equal only 
to the home market is in sight. 

The lowering of the tariff 
wall on wheat is the first no- 
table recognition of the need of 
reciprocal . relations with her 
northern ‘sister that the United 
States has made since the reci- 
procity pact was up for con- 
sideration. It is the first of 
periodical slaps at the tariffs 
that the States must make to 
equalize her internal producing 
and consuming probleins.

She cannot afford to’ ignore itv 
and is showing it by putting 
wheat on the free list, In the 
last twenty years Canada’s pop- 
ulation has increased 55 per 
cent., while her wheat acreage 
has‘mounted up to a 260 per 
cent, gain, which gives a 5 to 1 
better advantage in the grain 
exporting race.

is Modern Wonder 


“Now York's new $6,000,000 post of- 
fice: building, a massive pile of pink 
granite five storeys' in height and two 
blocks long, facing the rear of the 


Pennsylvania station, is the greatest 
build:ag of its kind in the world, 
The curb to the topmost _p.ece of 
granite is 101 feet. There ars 1664- 


000 cuble feet of granite, 18,000 tons} 
of steel, 7,000,000 bricks, and 200,000 
square feet of glass in the building. 
The main corridor, corresjonding in 
length to the outside coionnade, is a 


combination of buff marble, white 
plaster and glass, two storeys. high, 
29 feet wide, .nd 280 feet long. There 
are 400,000 square feet of working 
space within the building.

Abridged, the priest of Sais says to 
Solon: Among tlie great flays of Ath- 
ens is one that should be placed be- 
fore all others. Our record tells us 
that the Athenians destroyed an army 
that came’ across the sea aid invaded 
Europe and Asia, for this (the Atlan- 
tic)’ was then navigable and beyond 
the ‘strait: wheré you placed ike pil- 
lars of Hercules (Straits of Gibraltar) 
there was an island larger than Lybia 
and Asia Minor combined. From this 
island one could pass to other islands 
and from this to the continent lying 
around the interior (Mediterranean 
sea), 

One fatal day and night there came 
a mighty earthquake and inundation 
which engulfed the igland. Atlantis 
disappeared beneath the sea. Other 


classic writers describe the island or 
contine of Atlantis as containing 
mountaigs and pleasant valleys and 


streams and cities 
stately buildings. 

Is all this story as told by Plato 
merely a fable? It is impossible to 
decide how far this legend is due to 
Plato's invention and how far it is 
based on facts of which no record 
remains. Medieval writers, for 
whom the tale was preserved by Arab- 
jan geographers, believed it true, and 
were fortified in the belief by numer- 
ous traditions of islands in the west- 
ern sea which offered various points 
of resemblance of Atlantis.
